WAY OF CONSERVING TIMBER 


(Associated Fres») 
MONTGOMERY. Ala,, July 22—The 
elimination of waste in the mnnu.'ac- 
ttrre of lumber ami in the building 
operations of the louniry is pointed 
out by Page S. Bunker, State Forester 
as a mean: of conserving our tim ber 
supply. The us* of the sm aller pieces 
of lumber that are generally consign­ 
ed to the scrap heaps is one way by 
which this eliminntfha may be accom­ 
plished, he says. 
The end-matching, 
of short and odd lengths of flooring is 
cited as a conspicious example 
of 
what may be accomplished 
in 
this 
work. 
‘Making the fullest use of all of 
the timber cut will go a long way to­ 
wards saving our forests,” Mr. Bun­ 
ker states. ‘Lumber 
m anufacturers 
have realized this very clearly and. 
lately have succeeded in converting 
the public to the use of m aterial which 
but a short time ago was burned as 
trash.” 
“ Among the resulting products of 
this conservation prograhn is 
short 
and odd length flooring. In lum berirr 
operations the aim is to cut logs so 
th at they will saw into boards of even 
lengths. 
However, a certain excess 
length is necessary to each log to 
allow for unavoidable rough handling 
and trim m ing.

Floors of 
this m aterial have been laid in many 
large buildings in which no piece has 
been used over 18 Inches long, even 
where no sub-floor was laid.
